FRANKFURT, West Germany, 
May 12 (R). — Suspected ur- 
ban guerrilla Stefan Wisniews- 
ki, arrested at Orly Airport in 
Paris yesterday, was charged 
here today with membership 
of an Illegal organisation, jus- 
tice officials said. 

Wisniewski, 25, whom poli- 
ce suspect of involvement in 
the kidnapping and murder of 
business leader Hanns-Martin 
Schley er last year, was earlier 
escorted from France to this 
small town near Karlsruhe in 
south-west Germany. 

The young West German, 
said to have been trained at 
an Arab guerrilla camp in So- 
uth Yemen, was one of 20 alle- 
ged guerrillas most sought by 
West German authorities.

Hoss launches last ditch attempt to 
resolve Lebanese government crisis 


BEIRUT, May 12 (R). — Prime 
Minister Salim Ai Hoss is ex- 
pected to hold final talks with 
rival political leaders over the 
neat few days in a last ditch 
attempt to resolve Lebanon’s 
protracted government crisis. 

Informed sources said Dr. 
Hoss was likely to urge the 
leaders of the main political- 
religioas blocs to bury their 
differences or face the pros- 
pect of a new cabinet incapa- 
ble of dealing with the coun- 
try’s chronic internal proble- 
ms. 

The prime minister’s right- 
man cabinet of technocrats re- 
signed on April 19 to make 
way for career politicians, but 
bitter inter-party squabbling 
has frustrated his efforts to 
form a new government. 

Dr. Hoss told reporters yes- 
terday he was giving himself 
one last chance to form a ca- 
binet of national unity. 

Not Meal government 

If he failed, he would appo- 
int another kind of governme- 
nt “which may not be the 
most suitable for the require- 
ments of the present stage,” 
he said. 

Dr. Hoss said he was aim- 
ing for a 16-or 18-man cabinet 
drawn from groups inside and 
out of parliament and represe- 
nting “the various political tr- 
ends.” 

In an obvious reference to 
the difficulties of his task, he 
said he was not seeking an id- 
eal government. 

“What we want is the best 
practicable government in the 
light of our bitter reality,” 
he said. 

The prime minister’s efforts 
have collided with the insiste- 
nce of the powerful rightwing 
parties on a cabinet compri- 
sed exclusively of members of 
parliament. 

This represents a veto on 
leftist groups which have gro- 
wn in strength since the sin- 
gle-house body was elected six 
years ago, but which are not 
represented in parliament 

The rightwing Phalangfet 
and National Liberal Parties 
have said they would also ac- 
cept ministers who were com- 
mitted to a declaration of pr- 
inciples approved by Parliam- 
ent on April 27. 

A major provision of the 
six-point plan was to curb Pal- 
estinian guerrilla activity in 
Lebanon --a point criticised 
by leftists allied to the Pales- 
tinians. 

Dr. Hoss' task has been fur- 
ther complicated by internal 
party splits and recurrent cl- 
ashes. between rightwing mili- 
tias and troops attached to a 
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30,000-strong Arab League pe- 
acekeeping force. 

Former prime minister Ra- 
shid Rarami t a conservative 
Moslem, has been a prominent 
critic of- the parliamentary 
plan. 

In an unusually flippant re- 


mark to reporters this week, 
Mr. Karami suggested that el- 
ections should be held despite 
tee uncertain security situati- 
on. 

"Whoever stays alive after 
the elections will get a house 
seat,” he said. 


UNIFIL introduces 
new security measures 


TYRE, Lebanon, May 12 (R). — 
United Nations peace-keeping 
troops today began introducing 
new security measures around 
this southern Lebanese port 
after completing a re-deploy- 
ment in the region. 

The measures included the 
joint setting up of checkpoints 
with Lebanese gendarmes at 
the entrances to villages. 

A Senegalese officer told re- 
porters a meeting was held to- 
day at the new headquarters 
of the U.N. Interim Force In 
Lebanon (UNIFIL) at the bor- 
der post of Naqoura, a few kms 
from the Israeli frontier. The 
main topic of discussion was 
general security in the south 
following the UNIFIL troop 
movements, he said. 

Senegalese troops today set 
up an observation post in the 
Zahrani oil terminal area, north 
of here. An officer in charge of 
the post said i t wa s a substi- 
tute for the UNIFIL headquar- 
ters which was moved from 
Zahrani to Naqoura last Mon- 
day. 

All was reported quia in the 
region today as about 250 Nige- 
rian soldiers a rrived in Beirut 
to join their UNIFIL comrades. 
This brought the number of 
U.N. troops deployed under a 
Security Council resolution ca- 
lling for a complete Israeli 
pullback from southern Leba- 
non to about 4,200 men, a U.N. 
spokesman said. A further 350 
Nigerians were expected to fly 
to Beirut in a weeks time, he 
added. They would probably 


take up positions in the central 
sector of the south white Is- 
raeli invasion forces evacuated 
recently. 

No timing for Israel] 
withdrawal 

TEL AVIV, May 12 (AP). — 
The head of U.N. peacekeeping 
forces in the Middle East, LL . 
Gen. Ensio Siilasvuo, met Is- 
raeli Chief of Staff Lt. Gen. 
Raphael Eitan today without 
hearing when Israel will with- 
draw its army from southern 
Lebanon. 

“The Israel government will 
decide the timing of the with- 
drawal later," the Finnish ge- 
neral told reporters after his 
talks with Eitan. Siilasvuo said 
the Israeli chief of staff had 
reiterated Israel’s intention of 
pulling out of southern Leba- 
non. 


Six of Mr. Carter’s fellow 
democrats voted against the 
administration. 

The White House spokesm- 
an said President Carter was 
extremely gratified by the co- 
mmittee’s refusal to vote a 
resolution of disapproval and 
said the president remained 
confident that the full Sena- 
te would accept the planned 
planes sale. 

"He deeply appreciates the 
courage and statesmanship sh- 
own by the eight members 
who supported his position,” 
the spokesman added. 

A pro-administration vote in 
the Senate would mean the 
sales would go through auto- 
matically since Congress can 
veto them only by a majority 
vote in both the Senate and 
House. 

The house of representatives 
international relations commi- 
ttee is considering the issue 
and its chairman, Democrat 
Clement Zablocki of Wiscons- 
in, said he believed the panel 
would vote next Tuesday to 
approve the sales. 

But if the senate settle the 
issue before then, the House 
committee is likely to avoid 
taking the politically dangero- 
us vote. 

After deadlocking on a re- 
solution to disapprove of all 
three sales, the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee then acted 
to place limits on the coming 
Senate debate and avoid dam- 
aging U.S. relations in the 
Middle East. 

It did this by voting to re- 
port its action --or lack of 
action -- to the full Senate, a 
parliamentary manoeuvre that 
pre-empts threatened efforts by 
other Senators to bring up the 
issue of the sales on an indi- 
vidual basis. 

A member of the committee, 
Democrat Richard Stone of 
Florida, explained that the Se- 
nate could thus decide whether 
the sales would “hurt or help 
(Egypt and President Anwar 
Sadat) of tee peace negotiati- 
ons.” 

He said forcing tee senate 
to consider the issue as a 
three-nation package would av- 
oid what he called “a popula- 
rity contest between three co- 
untries on the Senate floor.”

Arafat says Palestinian 
guerrillas stay in south 


BAHRAIN, May 12 (R). — Pa- 
lestinian commando leader Ya- 
sser Arafat said today Palesti- 
nian guerrillas would remain 
in south Lebanon despite the 
deployment of United Nations 
peace-keeping forces in the 
area. 

’’Our forces have been in the 
south for years and remained 
there even after the Israeli in- 
vasion,” Mr. Arafat told Reut- 
ers in a reference to tho events 
of last March. 

He said there were tactical 
withdrawals necessitated by 
battles with the Israeli troops. 
But he added “we insist on our 
basic presence there. “Our pre- 
sence in the south is only go- 
verned by the Cairo agreement 
white was endorsed by two 
Arab summit conferences,” ad- 
ded Mr. Arafat, who is now 
touring the Gulf states. 

The agreement, concluded in 
1969 after fighting between Pa- 
lestinian commandos and Leba- 
nese army troops, regulates the 
Palestinian presence in Leba- 
non. 

It was later incorporated in 
accords adopted by two Arab 
summits in Riyadh and Cairo, 
which ended the 1975-1976 ci- 
vil war in Lteanon. 

Mr. Arafat Chairman of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO), said he had fold 
UJ'T. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim that the command- 
os were still stationed in south 
Lebanon after the deployment 
of the U.N. Inte rim Force in 
Lebanon (UNIFIL), 

The force, which was taking 
over areas evacuated by the 
Israelis, was set up under a 
Security Council resolution fo 
supervise Israeli withdrawal 
and help Lebanon regain con- 
trol of tee region. 


“The Palestinian presence 
in the south is a Lebanese-Pa- 
lestinian affair and no other 
. party has the right to interfe- 
re," Mr. Arafat said. 

He also said the PLO has 
never and would never appro- 
ve of Egyptian President An- 
war Sadat's visit to Israel last 
November and its results. 

In an apparent reference fo 
Mr. Sadafs peace initiative, 
Mr. Arafat said: “The Pales- 
tinian revolution expounds co- 
nfrontation with the Zionist 
enemy (Israel) and believes 
this is the path on which the 
Arab nation should move. Oth- 
ers ave their own ways." 

Earlier in the day, Mr. Ara- 
fat told members of tee sm- 
all Palestinian community in 
Bahrain that the commandos 
would carry but more actions 
similar fo their attack near 
Tel Aviv in March, in white 
more than 45 people were ki- 
lled. 

“Our operations will cont- 
inue in Tel Aviv and other ar- 
eas till we achieve victory and 
hoist our flags on Jerusalem 
and other cities of our occup- 
ied homeland,” he said. 

He condemned American po- 
licy in the Middle East, char- 
ging that its aim was to liqui- 
date the PLO and deny the 
Palestinians their rights to re- 
turn home. 

“But not everything decid- 
ed by (President) Carter or 
(Israeli Premier Menachem) 
Begin is destiny,” Mr. Arafat 
said. 

He also denied reports that 
Cuban military personnel have 
joined commando farces in Le- 
banon. 

"We have high esteem for 
and deep friendship with Cuba, 
but we do not others to fight 
for us,” Mr. Arafat said.

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The dilemma of 
statehood and 
water rights 

It's rather poetic that while Israel celebrates its 
30th anniversary in a virtual state of siege, its new 
armed forces chief of staff, General Eitan, says that 
Israeli withdrawal from the West Bank and the Golan 
Heights cannot be considered because that would 
make it difficult to defend Israel. He is not saying 
anything new that has not been said a thousand times 
before by other Israeli leaders, but it strikes us as 
something of a shame for the Israelis themselves that 
they are unable to come out of the security-conscious- 
ness maze in which they have been for the 30 years 
that they celebrate this week. 

The security dictates of any state are easy to 
understand. But a few days ago, Israeli Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon, in a meeting with students in 
Haifa, said that Israel had to stay in the West Bank 
because "one-third of our water comes from aquifiers 
located there. If we relinquish control, the flow can 
be stopped and Israel may be literally dehydrated.” 
Now this makes an interesting point to ponder along 
with the security reasons that General Eitan has put 
forward for staying in the West Bank. We believe Mr. 
Sharon’s viewpoint is probably more dangerous, be- 
cause it indicates that a person will come up with as 
many reasons as are required to seal an argument for 
continuing the occupation and colonisation of some- 
one else’s land. Neither of these men, of course, has 
touched on the claim that God promised the West 
Bank to Abraham, and Menachem Begin is Abraham’s 
representative on earth. 

The lessons to be learned from this trend of 
events is that Israel will not leave the occupied terri- 
tories very quickly, for reasons of security, water, 
heavenly covenants made four thousand years ago, 
or whatever else may be suggested as the occasion 
demands. Better than anything else we can. think of, 
this illustrates that Israel celebrates 30 years of state- 
hood without yet being able to celebrate one minute 
of the mutual acceptance by its neighbours that is 
the only guarantor of legitimacy and the breath of life 
of true independence. 

Given what General Eitan and Mr. Sharon are 
saying, it is probably more appropriate for Israelis 
this week to mark the failure of their leaders to achie- 
ve recognition for Israel in the Middle East, than to 
mark a statehood that is still undefined and marred 
by the state’s territorial expansion and occupation of 
Arab territories.

Throughout the numerous turns and twists in the fortunes 
of the Arabs and the world that followed the birth of the wolf, 
two basic facts have not changed. First, Jordan which suffered 
the severest misfortunes for the sake of the Arab cause, shall 
continue to firmly protect the Arab hinterland and defend the 
Arab cause. Secondly, the people of Palestine, despite all the 
calamities, have been able to retain their Arab identity and beget 
children who would resist the aggressors to such an extent that 
these aggressors have been forced to call up their forces in 
strength and surround themselves with an armed fence while 
celebrating the 30th anniversary of their birth* the newspaper 
says.

Jordan’s Circassians hang on 


their traditions

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The Circassians, the first pe- 
ople from outside the Middle 
East to settle in the Amman 
area in modern times, ceased 
to be a nation sometime in the 
1880’s. Greatly outnumbered 
after over 70 years of warfare 
with Tsarist Russians and Co- 
ssacks in the Caucausus, and 
responding to promises of re- 
settlement and a better life by 
the Ottoman Turks, a great nu- 
mber left. Most settled in Tur- 
key, but a number, in three 
successive groups, came to the 
land of present-day Jordan. 

Dr. Shawkat Mufti, author 
of Heroes and Emperors in Cir- 
cassian History, says his grand-, 
father arrived with bullets still 
in his body. Dr. Mufti, the first 
Jordanian Circassian to practi- 
ce medicine, is an authority on 
the Circassian language and hi- 
story. 

Conditions were difficult he- 
re for a people accustomed to 
well-watered, mountainous land. 
Epidemics were common. The 
Circassians at first lived in die 
caves near the Roman amphi- 
theatre and this part of the 
city still bears the Circassian 
name, Shapsugh. They fished in 
the Zarqa river, which now 
runs beneath downtown traffic, 
and practiced leather and metal 
work. When land was alloted 
to them, they cultivated it, 
being skilled agriculturalists. 
"At that time." said Dr. Mufti, 
"every bit of Amman was ow- 
ned by Circassians." They fou- 
ght with the Bedouin who ca- 
me to rob them, and later 
became friends with them. 

The first mosques and hou- 
ses in Amman, Na’ur, Sweilah, 
Zarqa, Jarash, Wadi Seer, and 
Rusifleh were built by them. 
They did not establish busines- 
ses however: trade was consi- 
dered un-Circassian in .. those 
days. 

Circassians are known for 
their good looks and longevity, 
also for character traits such 
as straightforwardness, indep- 
endence, a sense of honour and 
loyalty. When Circassians give 
their allegiance’ to someone; 
they can be trusted. For this 
reason they are appreciated in 
government service, both civil 
and military. 

Personal identity as a Cir- 
cassian is fostered by the fa- 
mily, the clubs and the lan- 
guage. 

Brig, (retired) Ahmad Shur- 
dum, who calls himself Dr. 
Mufti's student in history and 
language, says that when he 
speaks Circassian he thinks and 
feels as a Circassian, when he 
speaks Arabic, he follows Arab 
customs. Since 1948, and the 
influx of Palestinians into Jor- 
dan. Arabic has been the first 
language for the younger gene- 
ration. Brig. Shurdum and se- 
veral assistants teach Circas- 
sian during school vacations to 
those who want to learn the 
language and come into touch 
with Circassian heritage thro- 
ugh it. 

Circassian customs are be- 
coming modified, but family di- 
scipline still tends to be strict, 
with the goal of training a child 
toward self-discipline. Respect 
towards elders Is inculcated: 
children are taught to rise 
when an elder enters the room. 
Values of honesty and straight- 
forwardness are learned in the ' 
home. 

Mrs. Janset Shami, owner of 
a music store, said that alth- 
ough her husband was from a 
village in Palestine and she 
from a cosmopolitan .city in 
Turkey, she felt when she met 
him (both are Circassian) that 
she had known him all her life. 
"We have a deep, well-rooted 
culture." 

She feels there is a world- 
wide trend toward materialism 
and that the Circassians who 
were formerly farmers and la- 
ndowners and found themselves 
suddenly wealthy are a part of 
that Formerly, she said. Cir- 
cassians were not materialistic, 
but "the richer, the simpler.” 

Brig. Shurdum thinks that 
the rich are less likely to con- 
tinue Circassian customs, and 


more likely to adopt Western 
ones. 

Circassian-style weddings 
and parties are becoming less 
frequent- Only four of the 12 
traditional folk dances using 
the accordion and hand-clap- 
ping to mark the rhythm are 
still being performed. 

Young people are still well- 
supervised, but may meet at 
clubs and folk dances. A boy 
may call on a girl, but it is 
customary for them both to 
be accompanied by a friend, 
and to have parents’ approval 
when he does. However, inter- 
marriage is becoming more 
frequent. One woman said. “I 
remember when marriage to a 
non-Circassian was an incide- 
nt. Now we hardly notice it.” 

There are three Circassian 
clubs. The oldest is the Cir- 
cassian Charity Association 
which dates back to the 1830's. 
It is presently providing sch- 
olarships for 21 Jordanian Cir- 
cassians to study at the uni- 
versity in Nalchik, the most 
important Circassian city in 
the Soviet Union. There are 
four branches in outlying com- 
munities in Jordan and a wo- 
man’s branch, which is conce- 


ntrating now on raising mon- 
ey for a new school. The Ahli 
Sports Club, founded in 1944, 
has about 300 voting membe- 
rs, it is known for its success- 
ful football, basketball and 
handball teams. Its clubhouse 
is a popular meeting place for 
card-playing and billiards, but 
no gambling or alcoholic bever- 
ages are permitted. The New 
Generation Club is primarily 
devoted to holding football 
matches. 

At present there are a half 
million Circassians living in 
the Soviet Union, about 58,000 
in Turkey and 50,000 in Syria, 
according to the Encyclopaed- 
ia Britannica. About 10,000 are 
in Jordan and a small number 
live in Iraq and Israel, 

About four years ago a Cir- 
cassian school was established 
in Amman by the Women’s br- 
anch of the Circassian Charity 
Association. There are 108 pu- 
pils - - of whom 10 are non- 
Circassian - - in four grades. 
Plans are underway to build 
a new school on 14 dunums 
of land, a gift of His Majesty 
King Hussein, between Na’ur 
and Wadi Seer which will take 
the training to six grades.

ELSEWHERE IN SYRIA 


AMMAN, May 12 (JT). — 
The President of Jordan's 
Medical Association, Hassan 
Khreis, has announced that 
the Administrative Board of 
the Arab Medical Federation 
will bold an extraordinary me- 
eting in Rabat, Morocco, next 
Tuesday to discuss the deter- 
iorating health situation in 
the occupied Arab lands and 
the recent Israeli decision co- 
ncerning the licences of phar- 
macists and doctors there.

Prince Mohammad opens statistical and 
social tourist meet 

AMMAN, May 12 (JNA). — The fifth statistics and so- 
cial symposium of the World Tourist Organisation in 
the Middle East, under the sponsorship of His Highness 
Prince Mohammad was opened here this morning. Prince 
Mohammad is the honorary President of Jordan’s Higher 
Tourist Committee. Opening the meeting, the Director 
General of Tourism, Mr. Michael Hamameh, disclosed 
Jordan's annual revenue from tourism amounts to some 
$300 million. Mr. Hamid Abdul Majeed, Under-secretary 
of the Egyptian. Ministry of Tourism and President of 
the Middle East Co mmi ttee, said, during the meeting 
the Middle East did not receive its due share of the 
international tourist movement. During the past few 
years only about four million tourists visited tbe area 
per year, a figure equal to one and a half to two per 
cent of world tourists. They yielded an income ranging 
between one and a half and two billion dollars which 
equals about three per cent of the world tourist income. 
Considering thqt the Middle East holds at least one 
quarter ond possibly one third of the world’s tourist at- 
tractions this share is less than it should be Mr. Abdul 
Majeed pointed out Participants in the symposium come 
from Jordan, Syria, Egypt, Lebanon, North and South 
Yemen, the World Tourist Organisation, the Arab Union 
for Tourism and tourist agencies at large. The opening 
session was attended by the under-secretaries of the 
ministries of information and industry and commerce 
and other interested groups.

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U.S., Israel protest

GENEVA, May 12 (R). — The United Nations Law of the Sea Conference 
was hit by a new political wrangle last night when Arab delegations said- 
groups like the Palestine Liberation Organisation should be allowed to 
sign a projected convention. 

The Arab proposal, backed seventh since the conference 

started five years ago in 


by the Soviet delegation, bro- 
ught immediate protests from 
the conference envoys of Isra- 
el and the United States. 

Israeli. delegate Shabtai Ro- 
senne said it would be “illogi- 
cal and unwise’’ to include li- 
beration groups in the Law 
of the Sea Convention. 

U.S. delegate Bernard Os- 
man said there was no prece- 
dent for liberation groups be- 
coming parties to internation- 
al conventions. ’This propos- 
al could complicate efforts to 
resolve other issues and se- 
cure a widely ratified conven- 
tion," the u.S. envoy said. 

Since the conference takes 
only concensus decisions, the- 
re was no vote on the propo- 
sal but >t gave a stormy end- 
ing to yesterday's proceedings, 
with the present two-month 
session about to enter its final 
week. 

A leading American scien- 
tist and member of the U.S. 
delegation meanwhile told re- 
porters he was “shocked” and 
“very disappointed” by the 
lack of progress being made. 

Dr. William Nierenberg, Di- 
rector of the Scripps Institute 
for Oceanography, also attac- 
ked developing nations for th- 
eir “attitude to the confer- 
ence.” 

Saying that he was not spe- 
aking for the U.S. delegation, 
Dr. Nierenberg said: “My feel- 
ing is that 99 per cent of the 
delegations are generally afra- 
id of' science. 

"I am bewildered by the fa- 
ct that such nations as the 
Soviet Union, Britain, France; 
Japan and Canada are abso- 
lutely supine in the conferen- 
ce. They are letting a treaty 
be rammed down their thro- 
ats, M the scientist said. 

The present session is the 


an 

effort to set international rul- 
es for exploration of the sea’s 
fish and mineral wealth and 
for protection of the marine 
environment. 

The idea was to draw up 
and sign a binding interna- 
tional convention. 

Before the present session 
began, it was hailed as the 
crucial one with many coun- 
tries eager to get a treaty be- 
fore Western industrialised na- 
tions began mining the deep 
seabed for manganese, copper, 
nickel and cobalt. 

A bill at present before the 
conference would ■ give U.S. 
mining companies the legal go- 
ahead to start mining, the deep 
seabed. 


Despite this, the latest ses- 
sion has moved at snail's pace, 
using up its first three weeks 
to elect a conference presi- 
dent. 


It is now a foregone con- 
clusion that a further session 
will be held next year and few 
delegates are confident that it 
will produce a draft tew of the 
sea convention. 


Carter rejects lower 
El Al fares to N.Y. 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (A P). — President Carter 
today rejected a proposal by Israel’s El A] Airlines for a 
low-cost standby fare between New York and Tel Aviv. 

Carter acted on a reconunendatlon of the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board. The president makes the final decision on routes 
involving international travel to this country. 

The CAB said that while it approves of low fares & 
made the recommendation because of the Israeli govern- 
ment's refusal to approve a reduced advanced purchase 
fare sought by Trans World Airlines between New York and 
Tel Aviv. 

El Al proposed a roundtrtp standby fare of $375, increas- 
ing to $675 in the peak season. TWA offered a $545 advanc- 
ed purchase fare, with the cost going to $655 in peak travel 
time. 

The lowest peak travel nmndtrip fare now available bet- 
ween the two cities is $817.

inflation to top 10*/. 


WASHINGTON, May 12 
(AP). — The chairman of the 
U.S. Federal Reserve Board 
says if inflation is not checked 
it could go above ten per 
cent within a few years and 
bring about a serious recess- 
ion. 

Reserve Board Chairman G. 
William Miller's comments ca- 
me as the board continued yes- 
terday to support his interest 
rate in order to combat in- 
flation. 

The FED raised its discount 
rate on loans to banks to se- 
ven per cent, up from 6 1/2 
per cent The board in its an- 
nouncement said the move 
would bring the discount rate 
into closer alignmen t with 
short-term interest rates gen- 


erally. 

Miller, who recently took 
over as the FED’s chairman, 
said the rapid growth of the 
money supply has contributed 
to inflationary- forces and has 
made it necessary to tighten 
up on the money supply. 

Prices rose during the first 
quarter of this year at an an- 
nual inflation rate of nine per 
cent. However, the Carter ad- 
ministration predicts the in- 
flation rate for all of 1978 will 
be seven per cent. 

While the FED contends the 
higher interest rates could 
hold down inflation, the admi- 
nistration. claims they also co- 
uld soon down the economy 
by raising borrowing costs to 
both business and consumers. 


And more than a quarter of 
those that do survive in the 
world’s 43 poorest countries 
will suffer from protein defi- 
ciency, rapid action is 

taken, he told a news confer- 
ence here yesterday. 

Mr. Tanco, the Philippines 
Agriculture Secretary, was 
outlining some of the prob- 
lems the council hope to tack- 
le at its fourth annual session 
in Mexico from June 12 to 16.

Last year saw record world 
grain production, yet some of 
the 43 food-deficient countries 
were worse off because much 
of the increase was in the sur- 
plus countries, he said. 

“The poorest countries, by 
standing still, are foiling be- 
hind,” Mr. Tanco said. 

One of the most lively de- 
bates is likely to concern dis- 
agreements between the de- 
veloping countries, which say 
they need more external ass- 
istance to increase their food 


production, and developed co- 
untries which say the main 
problem is that the poorer na- 
tions do not do enough to help 
themselves. 

Development assistance last 
year amounted to about $5.5 
billion, which the developing 
countries believe was $3 bil- 
lion less than was needed.

Americans quit Europe as dollar value drops

LUGANO, (F.T.) — In recenf 
days, about 30 families have 
handed in their resignation 
from the American dub In 
thic Swiss community. Not 
because they have any com- 
plaint about the chib and the 
way It is befog run, but for 
a much simpler reason: They 
are going home. The precipi- 
tate fall of the dollar in terms 
of the Swiss franc is sending 
them packing. 

What Is happening in Lu- 
gano Is undoubtedly taking 
place in many other parts of 
Europe where expatriate Ame- 
ricans have tended to cong- 


regate in recent years, such 
as Belgium, Holland and West 
Ge rmany . Once, then the dol- 
lar was still a strong curre- 
ncy, these were elite commu- 
nities where affluent Americ- 
ans could conduct themselves 
like lords ot the manor. Now 
they are more subdued and 
reflective. 

The plight of lower milita- 
ry ranks of the U.S. armed 
forces stationed in West Ger- 
many, in particular, which led 
to rent reductions- and gifts 
in kind from sympathetic Ger- 
mans, has already been well 
publicised. 

But Switzerland is the test 
case, because for so many ye-

ars it hay been foe first choi- 
ce of well-heeled Americans 
wishing to establish themsel- 
ves in Europe.

Brazil’s planned nuclear plant 
generates more heat than light

LONDON, (F.T.) — Questions 
are likely to be asked in some 
of the parliaments of Europe 
following foe news last month 
that a British state company 
has offered to help Brazil bu- 
ild a nudear plant. 

Nuclear deals with Brazil 
have been a matter of Intense 
controversy in Holland and to 
a lesser degree in Germany 
over recent months. President 
Carter's administration has 
tried and failed to get West 
Germany to cancel a deal un- 
der which the- Germans are to 
build an enrichment plant and 
a reprocessing works for Bra- 
zil This deal, wrapped up in 
a package worth some £2 00m 
and including also eight huge 
power plants, is the largest 
single export deal ever landed 
by West Germany. 

Dutch con tro v er s y 

In the Netherlands, the 
government has been greatly 
troubled by a major controv- 
ersy -- involving long parlia- 
mentary debates, hostile vot- 
es, huge demonstrations -- 
over its role in agreeing to 
send the Brazilians enriched 
uranium fueL The Dutch have 
a one-third stake in a compa- 
ny called Urenco, set up in 
1971 with German, British and 
Dutch participation. Urenco 
has two production plants, 
using foe revolutionary gas 
cent^^e^propess of enrichm- 
ent* . one/ jar. Ahndo near the 
Dutch/Gertnah' border axuf one 
at Capenhurat in Cheshire, 

Urenco last year agreed to 
send Brazil a considerable am- 
ount .of enriched uranium over 
a tea year period. The deal 
delighted the Brazilians, who 
were angry at pressure from 
foe United States in Brazil 
to sign the Nuclear Non-Pro- 
liferation Treaty or risk U.S.- 


Witfa. the debate over Brazil’s planned nudear plant 
getting no cooler, Britain has now stepped in with an 
offer to help Brazil build the plant. The move will 
undoubtedly generate more heat than light 


enriched ur anium being cut 
off. The Urenco/Brazfl deal 
does still involve safeguards 
designed to make sure the 
material is not misused. 

Holland’s conscience was 
aroused when opposition me- 
mbers argued that those safe- 
guards were quite inadequa- 
te. After a vote, in the Dutch 
pari lament in February, the 
Dutch government Is trying to 
get foe Brazilians to agree to 
additional safeguards. If they 
fail to agree, foe deal could 
be Jeopardised- 

British initiative 

The news of Britain’s latest 
iziitiative will add fuel to foe 
fire. British Nuclear Fuels Li- 
mited, a wholly-state-owned 
company, admitted last week 
that it is offering to hkp foe 
Brazilians build a plant to pr- 
oduce hexafluoride. “Hex”, as 
it is known colloquially, is a 
yellow gas form of uranium. 
It is a dangerous gas. but not 
In the sense that it can be 
misused to make nuclear we- 
apons. Rather it is the raw 
material for enrichment plan- 
ts, which actually produce foe 
uranium, with a high enough 
'Concentration of the fissile 
isotope Uranium' 235, to be us- 
ed in reactors. 

Britain’s offer to Brazil ov- 
er the “hex” plant is contro- 
versial because critics will ar- 
gue that the *hex” plant will 
be servicing foe German-built 
enrichment plant in Brazil. 
And the enrichment plant is 
one of the kinds of plants th- 
at the Nudear Suppliers Gro- 


up (a consortium of 15 or so 
nuclear nations) say is “sen- 
sitive" technology -- that is, 
it can be used for weapons- 
manufacture and should be 
subject to stringent controls.

Ureoco’s row 

Meanwhile, the Anglo-Dutch- 
Germfln combine Urenco 
the support of the British and 
the German government over 
the safeguards agreement It 
has negotiated with Brazil 
Basically this consists of Bra- 
zil agreeing to set up the 
“plutonium storage regime”, 
under which all plutonium 
produced from the Urenco fu- 
el can be checked by inspect- 
ors from the International At- 
omic Energy Agency.

But some of them obviously 
think it: “Spend them over 
there”. Is one teller’s advice 
to the visitor anxious what to 
do about dollar funds he has 
on deposit in a hank in New 
York. 

Effect on pensioners 

As for foe suffering Ame- 
ricans: *Td like to give that 
Blumenthal a good tongue la- 
shing;” complains one matron 
as she goes to cash the fa- 
mily’s monthly social security 
cheque, referring to the UJS. 
secretary of foe treasury who 
gets most of the blame for the 
dollar’s decline. 

What she is up against can 
be illustrated by a few simple 
calculations: Suppose you are 
a retired American couple re- 
ceiving $500 a month in so- 
cial security pension -- still a 
fairly good income for peo- 
ple who retired in the last ten 
years, and who had therefore 
made lower contributions du- 
ring their earning yean than 
those being levied at the pre- 
sent time. 

In 1973, before foe trauma- 
tic dollar devaluation of that 
year, foe same $500, at an 
exchange rate of around 
Sfr<k20, would have guarante- 
ed an Income in Switzerland 
of over Sfr2,000 a month. Th- 
at wpuld have been enoug h 
to pay foe monthly rent for 
a comfortable apartment, plus 
food for two and utility bills, 
and still leave over a fair 
amount of personal spending 
money. 

But this spring; with foe 
exchange rate down to around 
Sfrl.85 to the dollar, $500 can 
be converted Into only SfriKZ5 r 
which will probably just be 
enough to : pay the rent and 
utilities. The same inexorable 
arithmetic applies in all the 
transactions of dally life. Five 
years ago $25 (SfrlOO then) 
would have been roughly en- 
ough to pay for a week’s gro- 
ceries; now, you would need 
about $55 -- without taking 
Inflation into account 


Cost of Bring rise 

You can get a quite satis- 
fying meal, including a carafe 
of wine and coffee, in a quite 
elegant Swiss restaurant, for, 
say SfrfiO table d'hote, for 
ericans much if they could 
two. That would not hurt Ain- 
pay for It with foe equival- 
ent of $15, as in times post; 
now foe bill could come to 
over $30* which is a very dif- 
ferent matter. 

Even a humble cup of coffee 
in a modest Swiss cafe today 
will cost you about Sfrl.50; 
which in US. money Is equi- 
valent to 80 cents, a horren- 
dous price. And, unlike that 
pleasant practice in the Uni- 
ted States, foe Swiss waitress 
will charge you the same aga- 
in, every time she fills the 
cup, Instead of refills being on 
foe house. 

It must be said that most 
Americans who are respond- 
ing to the turnabout in their 
financial fortunes by heading 
for home are doing so wifo 
reluctance; even If they try 
to rationalise the step with 
such explanations as, “Well, 
we’ve been away a long time”; 
or “We miss foe grandchild- 
ren.” 

Exodus to con tinu e 

Some will hang on as long 
as they can. stressing the at- 
tractions of Swiss stability, 
tranquillity, order, not forget- 
ting foe favourable tax break. 
The most tenacious will pro- 
bably be those Americans of 
European extraction who got 
American citizenship after fle- 
eing from foe Old Continent 
before and during the Second 
World War and who came ba- 
ck to Europe after the war, 
but to Switzerland instead of 
the original homeland. 

But the general exodus Is 
likely to continue, unless 
there’s a reversal on a con- 
siderable scale of foe dollar’s 
current slide. Many of these 
expatriate Americans feel th- 
ey are in the best position to 
tell their fellow countrymen, 
including Treasury Secretary 
Michael Blumenthal and Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter, what is 
really happening to the for- 
mer real money these days. 
That’s If anyone's prepared to 
listen.

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U.S. Senate committee 
votes to retain arms 
embargo on Turkey 

WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP). — President Jimmy Carter’s request that 
Congress lift its three-year-old embargo on U.S- military aid to Turkey was 
rejected yesterday by the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. In a major 
foreign policy setback for Carter, the panel voted 8-4 against lifting the 
embargo that was imposed when Turkey used American-supplied weapons 
to invade Cyprus in 1974. 


The House of Representa- 
tives International Relations 

Committee, by a one-vote ma- 
rgin, had recommended lifting 
the embargo earlier this mon- 
th. The Senate is thought vir- 
tually certain to maintain the 
embargo in a full vote later 
today. 

The Carter administration 
has argued that the embargo 
is failing to bring about a Cyp- 
riot peace settlement. 

"I'm persuaded the policy 
hasn’t worked.” said Sen. Fr- 
ank Church, one of only three 
Democrats voting to lift the 
embargo. “It’s useless to per- 
sist in a policy that has cle- 
arly failed." 

Sen. Joseph Biden, a Del- 
aware Democrat argued that 
removal of the embargo could 
have long-term repercussions 


in Greece by weakening the 
“less than overwhelming posi- 
tion of the Greek government 
which has a pro-U.S. opinion.” 

Biden said Congress should 
not ‘Trade off Greek good 
will for prospects and promis- 
es’’ of improved relations with 
Turkey. 

The embargo vote took pl- 
ace as the panel considered 
authorisation of military aid 
for foreign countries. 

Removal of the arms embar- 
go against Turkey drew sup- 
port only from Sens. George 
McGovern, Democrat -South 
Dakota, John Sparkman, De- 
mocrat-Alabama, James Pear- 
son, Republican -Kansas, and 
Church. Voting against the ad- 
ministration request were Se- 
ns. Klaybome Pell, Democrat- 
Rhode Island, Muriel Humphr- 


U.S., USSR agree to 
discuss limits on 
arms to Third World 


WASHINGTON, May 12 
(R). — The United States and 
the Soviet Union yesterday an- 
nounced agreement to discuss 
restraints on the sale of arms 
to Third World countries. 

A joint communique issued 
in Washington and Moscow 
said the effort might be bro- 
adened to include other major 
arms suppliers in the world. 

“After two rounds of con- 
sultations, it was agreed that 
a basis exists to hold regular- 
ly scheduled meetings in ord- 
er to explore concrete meas- 
ures that could be taken, in- 
cluding measures to engage 


other supplier countries, to li- 
mit international transfers of 
conventional arms,” the com- 
munique said. 

State Department Spokes- 
man Hodding Carter stressed 
that any agreed restraints wo- 
uld not be allowed to jeopar- 
dise necessary arms shipments 
by the U.S. or the Soviet Un- 
ion to their friends or allies. 

U.S. officials said -the aim 
of the restraints was to slow 
the growing arms race among 
developing countries. 

The spokesman said the 
United States felt the consul- 
tations, held in Helsinki from 
May 4 to S. had been useful.

Scores 
have been injured and proper- 
ty damage was estimated at 
millions of dollars. 

Before taking to the streets, 
demonstrators heard two ho- 
urs of speeches by Moslem re- 
ligious leaders at the Jome 
Mosque inside the troop-ring- 
ed bazaar. They exhorted fol- 
lowers to rise against the go- 
vernment. 


Religious militants are de- 
manding adherence to strict 
Quranic Law in this predomi- 
nantly Moslem nation of 35 
million. They demand the gov- 
ernment return mosque lands 
leased to farmers under the 
Shah’s land reform program- 
me, close liquor stores and 
movie theatres, and roll back 
reforms allowing women into 
colleges and to appear in pub- 
lic without traditional veils. 

Nation-wide rioting erupted 
in answer to a call by religio- 
us leaders, or mullahs, for 
demonstrations to commemo- 
rate the deaths of persons kil- 
led in anti-government religi- 
ous rioting 40 days before. 
The 40th day after death is 
a traditional day of mourning. 

Shops in downtown Tehran 
were shuttered after religious 
leaders called on businessmen 
to close yesterday or risk lo- 
oting during demonstrations. 

Before yesterday’s violence, 
state-run radio and television 
networks broadcast repeated 
warnings that the government 
would no longer tolerate dis- 
ruptions by "a few thousand" 
religious extremists. More th- 
an 2.000 soldiers, armed with 
tear gas and automatic weap- 
ons, patrolled the capital.

— Se- 
curity sources said today that

Airport and put him on a fli- 
ght to West Germany. 

Security officials in Bonn 
would not disclose any infor- 
mation about the Case. 


M. Paul Roux, Divisional 
Head of the Paris airport poll- 
ce today told Reuten “We in- 
tercepted a member of the 
Baader-Meinhof gang yester- 
day. He was West German, ab- ' 
out 30 years old but I can- - 
not Bi v e you his identity nor 
specify from what city he ar- 
rived.” 

M. Roux said of Wisniewski: 
“As France has no case aga- 
inst him, he was put back on 
a plane to a West Germany." 

Mr. Schleyer was killed the 
day after Baader-Meinhof le- 
aders Andreas Baader, Gudrun 
Ensslin and Jan-Karl Raspe 
were found dead in their cells 
at Stammheim Prison, Stutt- 
gart. 

In its account of the Paris 
incident, the newspaper Le 
Matin said today about 100 
police were waiting at the air- 
port for a West German who 
was coming on a flight from 
Zagreb,, Yugoslavia.
